           CONSTRUCTION ALERT 
                         Limited Lanes on Route 91 for 5 weeks 
 

          WHAT:   As part of the SR-91 Rehabilitation and Maintenance Project, a 9-mile stretch of    
SR-91 will be limited to one lane between Lakeview Avenue and the Riverside 
County line to allow workers to safely complete slab replacement and maintenance 
work.  As an added precaution, FasTrak lanes will also close during this work.   

 
WHERE:   Eastbound and westbound State Route 91 between Lakeview Avenue and 

                      Riverside County Line.  Eastbound work will be first for approximately 18 
days before the contractor switches to westbound lanes for another 18 days. 

 
WHEN: Beginning at midnight, Monday, September 25, 2006 -Monday through 

Thursdays- midnight to 5 a.m. –for approximately five weeks.  Work is being 
scheduled during hours when traffic volumes are at its lowest on SR-91. 

 
**Motorists will experience reduced speeds through the construction area 
and are advised to find alternate routes to avoid travel delays.
